NEWSROOM NOTES— The 
Daily Ex p ress of London re­ 
ported today that it has “incon­ 
trov ertible ev idence” that Nazi 
chieftain Martin Bormann es­ 
caped from the ru bble of war- 
torn Germany to safe hav en in 
Sou th America and is liv ing 
there now. 
Bormann, Adolf Hitler’s chief 
depu ty , was sentenced in ab­ 
sentia to death by the Nu ern­ 
berg war-crimes tribu nal. To­ 
day , he is leading the life of a 
prosperou s 72 -y ear-old bu siness­ 
man bu t is kept u nder constant 
su rv eillance by Latin American 
secret-serv ice agents, the news­ 
p ap er said. 
The article, written by Ex ­ 
p ress Foreign Editor Stewart 
Stev en, was distribu ted u nder 
copy right in the United States 
by the Chicago Tribu ne-New 
York Daily News Sy ndicate. 


The first installment in a 
series, the article ap p eared in 
today ’s editions of The Daily 
News. 
Stev en say s in the article that 
mu ch of the ev idence was col­ 
lected by Ladislas Farago, an 
ex p ert on Nazi affairs who 
plans to pu blish a book on Bor­ 
mann nex t spring. 
The article say s Bormann 
reached Latin America “thanks 
to the protection of the Vatican, 
former 
Argentine 
President 
Ju an Peron and some of the 
most powerfu l politicians and 
financiers in Sou th America.” 
The article said that Bor­ 
mann “bou ght Sou th American 
p residents and gov ernments 
and police dep artments, as oth­ 
ers bu y cars ... with gold and 
preciou s works of art smu ggled 
from Germany to the Argentine 
ev en before the war ended.” 
Hijacker killed; 
stewardess freed 


FRANKFURT, G erm any 
(AP) — Police sharpshooters, 
firing throu gh a p artly opened 
airp lane door, shot and killed a 
gu nman today and freed u n­ 
harmed a stewardess hostage 
held nearly 2 4 hou rs aboard an 
Air Canada jetliner at Frank­ 
fu rt airp ort, police reported. 
Police Director Horst Vogel, 
who headed the 150 policemen 
at the airp ort, told newsmen 
that “colleagu es with sp ecial 
training were u nder orders to 
shoot the hijacker in a cry stal 
clear situ ation that wou ld not 
endanger the hostage.” 
The hostage was Margit Som­ 
mer, 31, a German-born Cana­ 
dian, who was rescu ed when 
police stormed aboard the DC8 
after gu nning down the middle- 
aged hijacker. 
Miss 
Sommer 
had 
been 
seized by the rev olv er-carry ing 
gu nman 
Friday afternoon 
aboard the plane. He ordered 
the p lane’s other six crewmen 
off and then began issu ing 
widely flu ctu ating demands to 
free v ariou s persons being held 
in West German jails. 
The gu nman was identified 
by police as Viktor Widera, 5 8 , 
a German with a long criminal 
record. 
Vogel said Miss Sommer 
talked Widera into allowing au ­ 
thorities to p lace a two-way ra­ 
dio aboard the fou r-engined 
plane. 
“When Widera pu shed open 
the door, Miss Sommer ran a 
few y ards away from him down 
the corridor 
giv ing 
police 
sharpshooters a chance to fire 
one well-aimed shot at the hi­ 
jacker,” Vogel said. 
The shot, fired from abou t 60 
y ards, hit Widera as he stood 
at the aircraft’s front door. 
“Police officers as prev iou sly 
arranged, stormed aboard the 
plane and fou nd Widera mortal­ 
ly wou nded in the p assage­ 
way ,” he said. 
The stewardess, a resident of 
Montreal, 
was 
u nharmed 
du ring her ordeal. 
Vogel said, “The hijacker 
had a rev olv er on him loaded 
with six cartridges. He also 
carried a small p arcel contain­ 
ing a powdery su bstance.” 
Vogel said police were testing 
the su bstance to identify it. 
Widera had claimed he was 
carry ing dy namite and wou ld 
blow u p the plane if his de­ 
mands were not met. 
He set a 3 p.m. — 9 a.m. EST 
— deadline today for his de­ 
mands, which ranged from 
freeing a Czech hijacker await­ 
ing trial for mu rder to the re­ 
lease of jailed members of the 
West German Baader-Meinhof 
anarchist gang. 


Officials in Frankfu rt, acting 
with the assistance of a p sy ­ 
chologist, implemented a plan

“We’re try ing to wear him 
ou t,” said Frankfu rt Police 
Chief Knu t Mu eller. 
The man, who described him­ 
self as a former inmate of a 
Nazi concentration camp who 
wants to go down in history , be­ 
gan his bizarre list of demands 
with a call for the release of 
the 
y ou ng 
Czech 
hijacker 
awaiting trial in Weiden for the 
slay ing of a Czechoslov ak pilot 
Ju ne 8. 
As an alternativ e, the gu n­ 
man, who spoke with an East 
Eu ropean accent, sou ght the re­ 
lease of 2 0 Czechs he thou ght 
were jailed in West Germany 
on espionage charges. When 
told there were not 2 0 su ch 
prisoners, he said he wou ld 
settle for the liberation of any 
2 0 conv icts serv ing the highest 
sentences in West German p ris­ 
ons. 
Early this morning, police 
said he rev oked his prev iou s 
demands and called for the re­ 
lease of jailed members of the 
Baader-Meinhof 
gang. 
The 
gang is held responsible for a 
series of thefts and terrorist 
bombings that left fou r U.S. 
serv icemen dead and scores in­ 
ju red. 
Six alleged gang members 
went on trial Friday in West 
Berlin. 


It was not clear immediately 
whether 
the 
gu nman 
had 
planned to seize the p lane with 
p assengers on board. If this 
had been his intent, it was 
foiled when a woman p assenger 
became frightened by one of 
the male p assengers she said 
had not been properly checked 
before boarding the aircraft. 
The pilot immediately or­ 
dered all 21 p assengers to re­ 
tu rn to the terminal for another 
secu rity check. 
The sev en crew members re­ 
mained on board. While they 
waited for the retu rn of the 
passengers, “a v ery small gu y 
wearing brown ov eralls who 
looked like a cleaning man 
came aboard,” Dieter Gra- 
matzki, an Air Canada traffic 
serv ice technician, later re­ 
called. 
“The man carried a small 
p ackage wrap p ed in red and 
white p ap er,” Gramatzki told 
newsmen. “He said it was dy n­ 
amite. He drew a rev olv er, 
stu ck it in my stomach and 
shou ted ‘Ou t. Ou t.’ ” 
As the crew members broke 
for the ex its, the gu nman 
seized stewardess Margit Som­ 
mer, 31.

Lame Duck session to convene 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Election of a Repu blican candi­ 
date for Hou se sp eaker in the 
spring session of the Illinois 
Legislatu re topped the agenda 
as the lame-du ck 77th General 
Assembly p rep ared to recon­ 
v ene Su nday for its final meet­ 
ing. 
The incu mbent sp eaker, W. 
Robert Blair, R—Park Forest, 
reportedly held an edge ov er 
the Repu blican majority leader, 
Henry J. Hy de of Chicago, in 
the sp eakership contest. The 
Democratic minority leader, 
Cly de L. Choate of Anna, re­ 
mained a dark-horse possi­ 
bility . 
Victor L. Smith, Repu blican 
state chairman, schedu led the 
cau cu s to elect a p arty sp eaker 
candidate for 2 p.m. Su nday in 
Springfield’s Holiday Inn East. 
The Hou se and Senate were 
set to reconv ene at 5 :3 0 p.m. 
after the cau cu s. 


With a one-v ote edge in each 
Hou se, the Repu blicans shou ld 
be able to elect their sp eaker 
candidate and Senate leader to 
the presiding posts in each 
chamber. Bu t there hav e been 
rep orts that some p arty mem­ 
bers hav e considered action 
that wou ld throw the sp eak­ 
ership to Choate if Blair is su c­ 
cessfu l in the cau cu s. 
With the Nov . 7 election be­ 
hind them, the lawmakers are 
likely to tackle issu es that were 
sidestepped in the political 
camp aigns. These inclu ded pay 
raises for ju dges and state offi­ 
cers as well as ex pense-accou nt 
increases for themselv es. 
Proposed real estate tax - 
freeze legislation that arose ou t 
of the Daniel Walker-Richard 
B. Ogilv ie gov ernorship race 
has been drafted, bu t General 
Assembly sou rces are du biou s 
abou t its chances of passage. 
Many local officials oppose 


the plan, say ing a freeze wou ld 
p araly ze cou nty , township and 
mu nicipal gov ernments. 
The lawmakers are months 
ov erdu e to enact measu res 
creating a state board of elec­ 
tions and a state school board 
as prov ided by the 1970 Illinois 
Constitu tion. General Assembly 
sou rces believ e the task will be 
left to the nex t legislatu re when 
it conv enes Jan. 10. 
Walker, who defeated Ogilv ie 
in the gov ernorship du el, is re­ 
ported to hav e said priv ately he, 
intends to “pu t his stamp ” on 
the lame-du ck session. Bu t 
there is no indication of how he 
might go abou t it. 
The gov ernor-elect said at a 
news conference that he wou ld 
su pport u se of federal rev enu e- 
sharing fu nds as property tax 
rebates only if means were 
fou nd to aid small homeowners 
and renters. 
Becau se many sitting law- 


makers are leav ing the Legisla­ 
tu re after the session, it is tak­ 
ing on a strong lame-du ck fla­ 
v or. In the Senate, 23 of the 58 
members are retiring. The new 
Senate will hav e 5 9 members. 
In the Hou se, 5 2 of the 177 
members will not retu rn nex t 
y ear and eight more will mov e 
to the Senate. 
That means the grou p that 
elects the Repu blican sp eak­ 
ership candidate will be su b­ 
stantially different from the 
one that takes its place on the 
GOP side of the aisle. 
How long the lame-du ck ses­ 
sion will last remained u ncer­ 
tain, with estimates ranging 
from a few day s to sev eral 
weeks. 
One thing that was known 
was that sev eral members plan 
to attend the annu al meeting of 
the National Conference of leg­ 
islativ e leaders Dec. 5 -8 in 
Miami.

NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s planned family 
weekend in New York was in­ 
terru p ted by the bu siness of 
peace today . The White Hou se 
annou nced that the Paris talks 
had been recessed for nine 
day s and chief U.S. negotiator 
Henry A. Kissinger was retu rn­ 
ing here to confer with Nix on 
tonight. 
The annou ncement that the 
Paris talks were being recessed 
u ntil Dec. 4 was made by p resi­ 
dential p ress secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler. The recess also was 
annou nced by the North Viet­ 
namese in Paris, a few hou rs 
after the six th meeting of the 
cu rrent series between Kissin­ 
ger and Hanoi negotiators Le 
Du e Tho and Xu an Thu y . 
“I wou ld cau tion y ou against 
any 
ex cessiv e 
sp ecu la­ 
tion,’’Ziegler said when asked if 
some obstacle had been encou n­ 
tered in efforts to reach a 
cease-fire agreement. 
The p ress secretary also re­ 
ported that Nix on has agreed to 
meet nex t week in Washington 
with Ngu y en Phu Du e, a sp e­ 
cial assistant to Sou th Vietnam­ 
ese President Ngu y en Van 
Thieu . No date was set. 
The u nex pected retu rn of Kis­ 
singer brou ght high-lev el bu si­ 
ness to the President on what 
he had planned to be a holiday 
weekend of theater-going, shop­ 
ping, and dining ou t with his 
family . 
Ziegler said the Nix ons had 
enjoy ed their Friday afternoon 
and theater-going Friday ev e­ 
ning in New York. They had 
family breakfast together at 
their hotel su ite and planned to 
spend most of Satu rday togeth ­ 
er, Ziegler said. A shopping 
trip was ex pected. 
Ziegler said ’he President 
will leav e New York Su nday 
afternoon and will be retu rning 
to his Camp Dav id, Md., mou n­ 
tain top retreat to continu e his 
work on plans for his second 
term. 
The presidential spokesman 
said he cou ld not comment on 
the latest rep ort of a dep artu re 
from the Nix on official family , 
that of a presidential special 
cou nsel Charles Colson. 
The Washington Post said to­ 
day that Colson intended to 
leav e the administration and 
resu me p riv ate law p ractice in 
Washington. 
As he enjoy ed his first day in 
New York, Nix on predicted he 
wou ld hav e a “v ery ex citing 
second term” on both the for­ 
eign and domestic scenes.” 


The President took time ou t

In a relax ed mood, Nix on 
met his first pu blic crowds 
since his landslide re-election 
v ictory , and he waded in to 
shake hands and chat in the fi­ 
nancial and theater districts of 
the city .

PARIS (AP) - Henry A. Kis­ 
singer and North Vietnam’s Le 
Du e Tho met today for the 
six th day in su ccession, and de­ 
cided to recess their talks u ntil 
Dec. 4. 
The two met for two hou rs 
despite an ap p arent Commu nist 
leak 
disclosing 
details 
o f 
seriou s differences said to hav e 
arisen du ring the meetings. 
The North Vietnamese dele­ 
gation issu ed a co mmunique 
after the meeting and said Tho 
and his fellow negotiator, 
Xuan 
Thu y “will meet Dr. Kissing er 
again on Dec. 4 ,1 9 7 2 .” 
In New York, White Ho use 
press secretary Ro nald L. Zieg ­ 
ler also said the talks had been 
interru p ted u ntil Dec. 4. Zieg ler 
said Kissinger is returning to 
the United States to nig ht to 
consu lt with President Nix o n o n 
the statu s of the neg o tiatio ns. 
Nix on and his family are in 
New York for the weekend. 
Ziegler said the President has 
agreed to meet early nex t week 
with Sou th Vietnam President 
Ngu y en Van Thieu’s special as­ 
sistant, Ng uy en Phu Due, who 
is coming to Washing to n to dis­ 
cu ss the neg o tiatio ns. 
In Paris, 
U.S. deleg atio n 
spokesman Dav id Lambertso n 
said he had no co mment o n the 
annou ncement, 
which came 
amid rep orts of a crisis in the 
negotiations. 
The Washington 
Po st said 
that Tho, angered by the Amer­ 
ican rev ersal, promptly threat­ 
ened to 
withdraw the co n­ 
cessions made by Hano i in the 
October draft. 
These inclu ded abandonment 
of the old Commu nist demand 
for a simu ltaneou s political and 
military settlement and agree­ 
ment to allow Thieu to remain 
at the head of the Saigon gov ­ 
ernment pending elections. 
It was Hanoi which to o k the 
initiativ e last mo nth o f div ulg ­ 
ing the su bstance of the ag ree­ 
ment, which the United States 
had hoped to keep secret until 
it was co mpleted. 
Sou rces said American o ffi­ 
cials were distu rbed by the 
leak to the Washington 
Po st o f 
a Hanoi v ersion of the crisis. 
Nonetheless, the U.S. deleg a­ 
tion decided not to 
make an im­ 
mediate reply pending Kissin­ 
ger’s new encou nter with Tho 
today . 
Meanwhile, North Vietnam’s 
official newspaper, Nhan Dan, ** 
charged today : “All the diffi- 
cu lties and trou bles in the path 
to ending the war 
are being 
created by the U.S. side.” 
The editorial claimed the 
United States had refu sed to 
abide by the prov isions p re­ 
v iou sly accepted in the draft 
cease-fire 
agreement 
made - 
pu blic in October. 
“Are they try ing a 18 0-degree 
tu rn in demanding reconsid­ 
eration of the entire problem, 
try ing to start all ov er again 
from the beginning?” Nhan 
Dan asked. 
At the same time, the Co m­ 
mu nist Pathet Lao claimed the 
peace negotiations ov er the fate 
of Laos were making no pro g ­ 
ress becau se “ the Vientiane 
side is not really interested in 
seriou s negotiations.” 
Phou mi Vongv ichi, secretary 
general of the Pathet Lao, said 
in an interv iew carried by 
Hanoi's Vietnam News agency 
that the Vientiane gov ernment 
headed by Prince Sou v anna 
Phou ma deliberately is prolong­ 
ing the talks by dwelling on 
procedu ral matters. 


There were widespread re­ 
ports Friday that Kissing er and 
Tho had ru n into serio us diffi­ 
cu lties after talking fo r a to tal 
of more than 2 0 ho urs in what 
Kissinger said wou ld be the fi­ 
nal secret session to clarify mi­ 
nor points in the ag reement. 
Kissinger 
conferred 
with 
French Foreign Minister Mau­ 
rice Schu mann for 45 minutes, 
ap p arently to assu re him that 
the United States remains ho pe­ 
fu l of an early settlement. 
Schu mann later took the unusu­ 
al step of issu ing a Fo reig n 
Ministry statement asserting 
that “the pessimistic rumo rs o n 
Vietnam were hig hly ex ag g er­ 
ated.” 
The Washing to n Po st sto ry 
info rmed 
said Kissing er had 
Tho when they resumed their 
secret talks Mo nday that the 
United States, in deference to 
o bjectio ns fro m So uth Viet­ 
nam’s President Ng uy en Van 
Thieu , no lo ng er was willing to 
g o alo ng with so me majo r co n­ 
cessio ns jt made in the Octo ber 
draft. 
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Strikers, taxpayers 


One of the more unusual strike 
situations in the country is that 
ag ainst Dow Chemicars Bay City , 
Mich., plant. 
Thanks to a leg al loophole, 135 out 
of 166 workers who hav e been on 
strike since Feb. 6 are collecting tax - 
free unemploy ment checks. What 
g alls the company is that under 
Michig an law, the money to pay the 
workers—more than $2,500 a week— 
is charg ed back to Dow. 
The loophole was created by a 
1968 court ruling that arose out of a 
labor dispute inv olv ing Great Lakes 
Steel Corp. During this strike, sev er­ 
al skilled tradesmen took jobs with 
another company , only to be laid off 
by their new employ ers a few weeks 
later. They filed for, and were de­ 
nied, unemploy ment benefits. 
The case went to the Michig an 
jqpreme Court, which ruled that a 
Sttfiker is entitled to unemploy ment 
benefits earned while working for 
his primary employ ers if he ob­ 
tained subsequent employ ment, no 
matter how short. 
According to Dow, its Bay City 
strikers g ot one-day jobs, some of 


them working as little as an hour or 
two in total. They then filed for un­ 
employ ment benefits, which av er­ 
ag e $79 a week. 
“ The strikers are so well off that 
they aren’t inclined to g iv e any thing 
away in barg aining ,’’ complains a 
Dow spokesman. 
Not that one can do much hig h 
liv ing on $79 a week. The situation is, 
howev er, one more ex ample of 
something which many feel threat­ 
ens the balance of the collectiv e bar­ 
g aining process—the trend toward 
g iv ing more and more public assist­ 
ance to striking workers. 
According to one estimate, the 
cost of food stamps and other wel­ 
fare aid to strikers could reach $304 
million nationwide in 1973. The pub­ 
lic is not only g etting stuck with the 
tab for these welfare subsidies, crit­ 
ics charg e, but it is also bearing the 
burden of long er and more frequent 
strikes. 
In the meantime, both Dow 
Chemical and the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce hav e filed suit in Federal 
District Court asking that this par­ 
ticular loophole be declared illeg al. 
We like our banks 


At a time when business in g ener­ 
al is taking lumps for its alleg ed lack 
of concern about community prob­ 
lems, bankers hav e heard some 
g ood news. 
Pollster Louis Harris turned his 
microscope on the banking industry 
recently and came up with the con­ 
clusion that the public sees banks as 
hav ing g reater concern about life 
within the community than any oth­ 
er g roup of businessmen. 
Part of the reason is a public ac­ 
knowledg ement that banks, because 
they are sources of capital, are in a 
better position than other institu­ 
tions to influence their communities. 
But it is also due to a g rowing social 
consciousness on the part of bankers 
and new policies that thrust banks 
into community leadership roles. 
Bankers should not become too 


satisfied, howev er. According to 
Harris, while 48 per cent of the pub­ 
lic rates banks hig hly (compared to 
32 per cent for business as a whole), 
more than half the public feels that 
there is room for improv ement. 


For ex ample, the poll rev ealed 
deep questions on bankers’ records 
in the areas of helping minorities 
and fig hting pollution. 


As Harris pointed out in his re­ 
port to the Foundation for Full Serv ­ 
ice Banks, public confidence “ is a 
perishable commodity .” Americans 
are turning to bankers in the hope 
that their “ solid accomplishment in 
the business world can be translated 
into hope and concern in the commu­ 
nity .” 
This, he say s, is banking ’s chal­ 
leng e for the decade. 
Secrecy, Operation 
Keelhaul

In two separate suits, four histor­ 
ians hav e asked a federal court to 
order the Pentag on to release its 
records on Operation Keelhaul and 
the FBI to open its files on the Alg er 
Hiss inv estig ation. 
When the Freedom of Informa­ 
tion Act went into effect in 1967, 
hopes were hig h that it would se­ 
v erely limit federal secrecy . Ex cept 
for nine specifically ex empt areas, 
all g ov ernment papers, opinions, 
records, policy statements and staff 
manuals were to be made av ailable 
upon request. 
But the House Gov ernment Oper­ 
ations Committee, in a report issued 
in September, said that effectiv e op­ 
eration of the act “ has been hin­ 
dered by fiv e y ears of foot-drag g ing 
by the federal bureaucracy .” Con­ 
g ressional Quarterly charg ed that 
the law is replete with so many loop­ 
holes and imprecise g uidelines that 
it is difficult to say citizens are much 
better off than before it was passed. 
Most Americans know something 
about the Hiss case in which a for­ 
mer State Department official was 
found g uilty of perjury in an inquiry . 
But few know any thing about Opera­ 
tion Kellhaul, ev en thoug h it re­ 
mains one of the most unfortunate 
episodes in American-Sov iet rela­ 
tions. 
In February 19 45, the U.S. and 
the Sov iet Union sig ned a special 
conv ention for forcibly repatriating 
to the U.S.S.R. some four million an- 
ti-Communist Sov iet subjects who 
had fled to the West seeking freedom 
from Stalin’s ty ranny . Almost one 
million were soldiers 'who rebelled 


and foug ht ag ainst the Red Army in 
World War II but most of the refu­ 
g ees were civ ilians. 
The conv ention was not only a de­ 
nial of traditional American fair 
play , it was a v iolation of the Genev a 
Conv ention. Yet in camps all across 
Europe, according to firsthand ac­ 
counts of the time, American MP’s, 
acting on orders, forcibly herded 
thousands of displaced persons into 
the waiting arms of the Russians. In 
J une 19 45, military authorities at 
Fort Dix , N.J ., drug g ed some 200 
Russian prisoners and allowed them 
to be taken unconscious aboard a 
Russian ship in New J ersey . Else­ 
where, 
many 
refug ees drowned 
themselv es, slashed their throats, 
and otherwise committed suicide 
rather than return to the brutal 
death they knew awaited them. 
It took some 15 y ears of litig ation 
before J ulius Epstein, then a re­ 
search associate at the Hoov er Insti­ 
tution, forced the g ov ernment to re­ 
lease from the Operation Keelhaul 
file four documents that had been 
classified for 23 y ears—none of 
which could hav e endang ered na­ 
tional security or U.S. foreig n poli­ 
cy . Now that Mr. Epstein, and his 
fellow petitioners seek additional 
records, the Army claims the British 
g ov ernment has not ag reed to their 
release.

shameful episode, but surely Ameri­ 
can citizens are entitled to hav e the 
full facts about it. If the Freedom of 
Information Act permits continued 
secrecy 27 y ears after the ev ent, 
then it would appear it is a more de­ 
fectiv e law than ev en its critics are 
aware.

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (KFS)— The 
nation’s editorial writers coped here 
last week with what one described as 
“ the son of the New South rev isited 
once ag ain.” 
Florida Gov . Reubin Askew as­ 
sured them that there are v ery few 
white big ots hiding in the cotton 
fields any more and that the modern 
South is tired of listening to racial 
political appeals. But a few hours 
later Univ ersity of Virg inia histori­ 
an Paul Gaston told them that was a 
lot of bunk. Gaston said the South 
has softened its rhetoric about race 
but has not substantially chang ed its 
attitude. 
The National Conference of Edi­ 
torial Writers g athered here, in a 
state which has just elected its first 
Republican g ov ernor in a century , at 
a time of political transition and cri­ 
sis for the reg ion. Two-party politics, 
long anticipated but slow in dev elop­ 
ing , has finally arriv ed in Dix ie. And 
what it means is not clear. 
Askew, one of the brig htest new 


stars in the Democratic firmament, 
believ es “ The South and the rest of 
the nation are now probably closer 
in philosophy and attitude than ev ­ 
er before.” But does this mean the 
North, pressed by busing and hous­ 
ing problems, is retreating toward 
seg reg ation—or the South g rowing 
more enlig htened about the necessi­ 
ty of g iv ing minorities a fair shot 
at the g ood life? 
The republicans’ new streng th 
here is based on opposition to the 
means for achiev ing integ ration, if 
not ex actly on racism itself. And it is 
pretty much a white man’s party . 
But McGov ernism was too much 
for the North, East, and West as well 
as the South to swallow, so this 
y ear’s Presidential election was not 
a fair test. The Democratic Party 
cannot afford to nominate ag ain a 
candidate who represents such a 
narrow minority that he must write 
off the South or any other reg ion. 
Askew insisted that outsiders 
who dwell on race in the South to the

Coattails no sure 
pull at the polls

WASHINGTON (NEA)—You g et 
into some pretty unsettled depths 
when y ou search for reasons why a 
man can win the White House big , as 
President Nix on has just done, and 
not pull a lot of his party ’s contend­ 
ers for Cong ress along with him. 
In a prior report, I cited the rec­ 
ord of the last 40 y ears, inv olv ing 21 
g eneral elections, to show that no 
Republican presidential winner in 
that span, including the fabled Gen. 
Dwig ht D. Eisenhower, has had 
much luck with his coattails. 
If any one wants to arg ue that it’s 
different with the Democrats, the 
answer is that ev en there it’s a 
mix ed bag and the record rev eals 
erratic results. 
Ly ndon J ohnson’s 1964 sweep 
ov er Barry Goldwater did add 38 
more Democrats to the party ’s al­ 
ready commanding U.S. House ma­ 
jority . But Republicans in the Senate 
were so near their irreducible mini­ 
mum that the Democrats picked up 
only a sing le new seat. 
Four y ears earlier, J ohn F. Ken­ 
nedy edg ed out Mr. Nix on for the 
presidency but actually lost 21 
House seats and two in the Senate. 
Obv ious, one mig ht say . Narrow 
winners don’t hav e coattails. 
Oh? Harry Truman beat Thomas 
E. Dewey in a 1948 squeaker compli­ 
cated by two other candidates. But 
with only 49 .5 per cent of the total 
presidential v ote, Truman broug ht 
in 75 additional House Democrats to 
produce one of the big g est turnov ers 
in modern times. 
The presidential coattail theory 
probably g ot its g reat boost from 
Franklin D. Roosev elt’s day s. His 
first v ictory in 1932 added nearly 100 
Democrats to the House and beg an 
the party ’s era of ascendency . By 
1936, he had helped lift the total an­ 
other 20—to a record 333. 
Yet ev en Roosev elt’s mag ic di­ 
minished with passing time. Repub­ 
licans reg ained 8 0 House seats in off- 
y ear 1938, and FDR could pick off 


just fiv e of those in winning his third 
term in 1940. Ag ain, his party lost 45 
seats in 19 42, and he g ot back just 21 
in 1944. 
Clearly , it’s risky to talk in sim­ 
ple terms of coattail effects. The 
jumble of ev idence sug g ests many 
factors may be at work. 
It’s easy , and historically accu­ 
rate, to say Republicans fell deep in­ 
to minority status in the crisis of the 
Great Depression and hav e nev er 
really g otten out of the hole. 
You can arg ue, too, that despite 
all the reapportionment of district in 
recent y ears, a hig h proportion of 
House seats probably are relativ ely 
“ safe” for one party or the other— 
mostly for Democrats. 
In 19 56 , political analy st and au­ 
thor Samuel Lubell g aug ed that, 
ov er e considerable span, only about 
a third of the 435 House seats had 
chang ed parties. There are no re­ 
cent ex haustiv e studies, but the 
“ fluid” districts today may be as 
few as 20 per cent of the total. 
It is often contended, further­ 
more, that the v oters, g rowing in ed­ 
ucation and sophistication, are con­ 
sciously using one party as a check 
upon the other, and one branch of 
g ov ernment to balance off the other. 
This tendency has heig htened, some 
say , as distrust of all g ov ernment 
has mounted stag g ering ly among 
Americans. 
Analy st Walter DeVries’ studies 
of v oters’ widening habit of ticket- 
splitting support the notion that 
Americans are hopping all ov er the 
ballot list on big election day s. 
Lubell supplies a fresh rationale 
for this. He sees the v oter as, in ef­ 
fect, acting on sev eral elections at 
once, picking and choosing out of a 
mood of massiv e distrust and a de­ 
sire to protect himself—and mostly 
ag ainst what he perceiv es to be the 
monumental and still enlarg ing 
power of the presidency —the real 
manag erial center of today ’s socie­ 
ty .

estimating its new maturity . “ Some 
say the New South is only a g leam in 
a reporter’s ey e,” he said, “ but 
there’s something there.” 
The trouble with Askew’s posi­ 
tion, according to Gaston, is that 
people hav e been talking about a 
New South for decades and it still re­ 
mains just that: Talk. He noted that 
optimistic predictions about the New 
South were especially hig h two 
y ears ag o, in part because of the 
election in sev eral Southern states of 
y oung 
prog ressiv es, 
including 
Askew. 
Gaston pointed out that despite 
those new political leaders the South 
as a reg ion has continued to lead the 
nation in numbers of reactionary 
Cong ressmen, infant mortality , re­ 
g ressiv e tax es, and pov erty . “ The 
New South creed is a sham and a 
ruse,” he said. 
Gaston also saw dang ers in the 
habit of the New Southern politi­ 
cians, such as Askew, of boasting of 
racial prog ress while ex cusing ra­ 
cially motiv ated v otes with polite la­ 


bels. Indeed, Askew cited the elec­ 
tion of black judg es in Florida this 
y ear as a milestone in Southern poli­ 
tics—which it was. But he saw Flori­ 
da’s v ote in fav or of a referendum 
approv ing in theory of integ ration as 
more important than its ov erwhelm­ 
ing majorities for Georg e Wallace 
and a referendum ag ainst school 
busing . 
Busing is a complicated issue and 
not totally a question of racial prog ­ 
ress, but it cannot be separated from 
the racial strug g le, either. Were 
Southerners once ag ain hiding be­ 
hind noble principle while in fact 
blocking the instrument of chang e, 
or were they indeed ex pressing a 
g enuine desire for integ ration if only 
some other av enue was tried in­ 
stead? 
Askew and Gaston see the South 
throug h different ey es as its politics 
slowly chang es. Nineteen sev enty - 
six oug ht to tell us more about which 
man is correct than 1972 did.

Japan prospers at home, 
creates friction abroad 
By JOHN CUNNIFF 
AP Business Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP) - Japan, 
whose economy continues to 
grow at the fastest rate of any 
major industrial nation, is find­ 
ing that success sometimes is 
hard to handle. 
With its gross national prod­ 
uct expanding at more than 10 
per cent a year since the mid- 
1950s, compared with 3 to 6 per 
cent for most other nations, the 
Japanese are achieving domes­ 
tic prosperity but creating an­ 
tagonisms abroad. 
The expansion has been en­ 
hanced by the enthusiasm with 
which the Japanese send their 
goods to the far corners of the 
earth, 
outselling 
and 
un­ 
derbidding foreigners in mar­ 
kets they had thought to be 
theirs. 
But that propensity for ex- 


porting has not been matched 
by a comparable interest in the 
products and investments of 
foreigners. It is considerably 
more difficult to- sell to the 
Japanese than it is to buy from 
them. 
The result is an enormous 
trade surplus, and an export 
momentum that the Japanese 
seem unable to stop And if the 
situation isn’t corrected, the 
marketplace itself might act to 
force a yen revaluation. 
It could occur this way: So 
long as the trade surpluses con­ 
tinue, the yen remains strong 
and desirable. You don’t have 
to take Japan’s word for it; 
those surpluses testify to it. 
They amount to IOUs. 
Other nations become upset 
at the situation. They insist 
that Japan open its markets to 
their goods in order to help

Blind man is TV 
news anchorman 
ST. LOUIS— Some daytime 
television viewers in St. Louis 
have been wondering why the 
news anchorman on KPLR-TV 
wears sunglasses during his 
three daily newscasts. 
Those bold enough to call the 
station are told that anchorman 
John Weidlich is blind. 
“They want to know if he’s 
some kind of weirdo,” says 
News Director Bill Addison. 
“When we tell them John is 
blind, the reaction is good.” 
Weidlich, 26, joined the sta­ 
tion in February as a news 
writer, editor and coassign­ 
ment editor, and His goal was to 
become an on-the-air news­ 
caster. 
He got his chance in Septem­ 
ber when the station inaugurat­ 
ed a 2Vfe-hour variety-talk show 
in the morning and he now has 
three five-minute news shows 
each morning. 
“This all happened a lot fast­ 
er than I ever though it would, 
and I’m awfully grateful that 
the station was willing to take a 
chance with me,” said Weid­ 
lich, who holds two degrees in 
English from St. Louis Univer­ 
sity, as well as a Phi Beta Kap­ 
pa key. 
“It was a chance, first, be­ 
cause I’ve never done on-the- 
air work before, so there’s a 
certain lack of experience. And 
second, of course, is taking the 
chance on the unfam iliar con­ 
cept of a blind newscast»,” he 
said. 
General Manager Jim Herd 
says he doesn’t feel the station 
has taken any chances by using 
Weidlich (Mi the air. “His per­ 
formance ever since he joined 
our station has been phenome­ 
nal,” Herd said. 
The only special procedure 
for Weidlich’s newscasts is that 
two separate sets of stories are 
assembled— one in braille for 
Weidlich and another in regular 
type for the producer. The sta­ 
tion also uses a finger-snap cue 
rather than the traditional hand 
wave to signal that he is on the 
air. 
Weidlich also makes tele­ 
phone calls to police depart­ 
ments in the St. Louis area to 
keep up-to-date on the latest 
happennings and takes reports 
from the station’s other news­ 
men in the field by radio phone. 
He takes the information on 
his braille writer and then tran­ 
scribes it on a typewriter into 
scripts for use on news pro­ 
grams.

HEBRON, 
Israeli-Occu pied 
Jordan (AP) — Abraham, fore­ 
father of Jews and Arabs, 
bou ght a bu rial place for his 
family in this city . Jews and 
Moslems still are qu arreling 
abou t it 3,500 y ears later. 
The dispu te took on an u glier 
color this week after a Jewish 
pray er book my steriou sly was 
torn to pieces and bu rned. 
Jewish settlers in Hebron, 
ju st sou th of Jeru salem, de­ 
manded Friday that Israel 
crack down on the Moslem citi­ 
zenry . They accu sed Moslem 
anti-Semites of desecrating the 
book. 
Hebron May or Sheikh Ali 
Jaabari denied any Moslem 
wou ld do su ch a thing, and a 
police inv estigation had tu rned 
u p no Arab su spects ov er 24 
hou rs after the incident. 
The qu arrel centers on a 
cramped cav e hou sing 
the 
tombs of Abraham; his wife, 
Sarah, and two sons Isaac and 
Ishmael, 
forefather of 
the 


Arabs. 
The Moslems, who worship 
Abraham as Ibrahim, bu ilt a 
mosqu e ov er the cav e du ring 
Ottoman ru le and barred Jews 
from climbing bey ond the sev ­ 
enth step to the cav e. The ban 
was remov ed ceremoniou sly by 
Hebron’s ju biliant Israeli con­ 
qu erors in the 1967 Mideast 
war. 
After the war, dozens of Jews 
mov ed into Hebron and began 
condu cting pray ers at the cav e 
inside the mosqu e, shou lder to 
shou lder with Moslem worship­ 
pers. 
Defense Minister Moshe Da­ 
y an imposed a complicated 
timetable on Jews and Arabs to 
accommodate both faiths at the 
site. 
It worked for two y ears, bu t 
the Jewish settlers grew in 
nu mber to 250 families, and 
Moslem tempers flared when 
the military gov ernment ac­ 
ceded to a Jewish demand to 
ex pand their worshiping area. 


Snowmobiling 
ok a y e d in s ome 
s ta te pa rk s 


SPRINGFIELD- A dozen Il­ 
linois state parks and conserv a­ 
tion areas contain designated 
areas for the winter sport of 
snowmobiling, according to 
Ronald D. Johnson, su perin­ 
tendent of the div ision of parks 
and memorials in the conserv a­ 
tion department. 
State-owned parks in fou r 
northern Illinois districts will 
prov ide trails du ring the com­ 
ing season for snowmobiles, 
which are rapidly increasing in 
popu larity . 
‘‘Locations of trails and areas 
for snowmobile u se hav e been 
designated and ru les will be 
posted,” said Johnson, “and it 
is anticipated that the pu blic 
will ex ercise u nderstanding 
and cau tion in observ ing regu ­ 
lations of the departm ent, 
which are meant to insu re safe­ 
ty of the u sers as well as pre­ 
v ent damage to the natu ral re­ 
sou rces.” 
Johnson said locations of 
trails and areas, as well as gen­ 
eral ru les to gov ern operation 
of the mechanized winter sport, 
are su bject to rev ision if u n­ 
foreseen conditions and degree 
of u se dictate. 
He also said that the snowmo­ 
bile fu nd, deriv ed from regis­ 
tration fees collected in accord­ 
ance with legislation passed 
and approv ed a y ear ago, will 
be allocated initially for u p 
keep of trails inclu ding installa­ 
tion of directional signs, pu r­ 
chase of additional patrol snow­ 
mobiles where needed, repair 
and maintenance of patrol 
snowmobiles, protectiv e cloth­ 
ing for patrolmen, u pkeep and 
su perv ision and prov ision of 


temporary warming stations. 
It is anticipated that fu tu re 
fu nd allocations will be made 
for permanent improv ements 
su ch as dev elopment and ex ­ 
tension of trails, warming 
hou ses and other facilities, pro­ 
v ided higher costs are not en­ 
cou ntered for su perv ision or re­ 
pair of damage to facilities or 
resou rces, Johnson added. 
Snowmobiling activ ities will 
be rev iewed annu ally as the 
season ends, he said, to indicate 
adv isability of continu ing areas 
in u se and-or deletion or addi­ 
tion of areas. 
Parks where trail facilities 
are located (snowmobiling will 
be permitted in the designated 
areas daily from 8 a.m. u ntil 
su nset) inclu de: HennepinCanal 
Parkway , near Geneseo, Rock 
Falls- Trails on the feeder sec­ 
tion and portions of the main 
canal with primary starting 
points (1) Illinois Highway 88 
bridge near Rock Falls, (2) 1-80 
and Illinois Highway 88 bridge 
and (3) Lock 24 near Geneseo, 
with au x iliary starting points at 
Locks 22 and 23. Total length of 
trails is 53 miles, with three in­ 
formation stations en rou te. 
Rock Cu t, near Rockford— 
Trails on north and east sides of 
park; 15-mile stretches each 
way . 
Le-Aqu a-Na, near Lena— 
Trails totaling 13 miles (three 
of them new) located on east 
and west sides of the park, u s­ 
ing fire lanes. 
Mississippi Palisades, near 
Sav anna trails totaling 20 
miles on north and sou th park 
areas; one trail in between, 
cov ering most of the park. 


Moslem leaders claimed Is­ 
rael planned to dispossess them 
of their pray er rights and 
called on the world to inter­ 
v ene. 
Israel said it intended merely 
to roof-in an open cou rty ard in 
the mosqu e to shelter the addi­ 
tional Jewish v isitors. Israelis 
claimed the Moslems were dis­ 
gru ntled mainly becau se their 
religion does not allow “infi­ 
dels” to practice religiou s rites 
inside the hou se of Allah.

Minerv a was surv eyed by 
Capt. H.M. Denh am of th e Roy­ 
al Nav y in 1854. But th e reefs 
apparently were unclaimed. 
On Jan. 16 of th is year, two 
members of Caribbean-Pacific 
Enterprises and th ree crewmen 
set sail from Fiji for a two-day, 
38 0-mile v oyage to th e reefs. 
Once th ere, th ey laid claim to 


th e reefs in th e name of th e Re­ 
public of Minerv a and raised 
th e Minerv an flag — a gold 
torch of liberty on a blue (for 
th e sea) background wh ich was 
designed by Dav is. 
But King Tupou IV of Tonga, 
general of th e 100-man Tonga 
Defense Force, led an ex­ 
peditionary band accompanied 
by Tonga police in June and de­ 
clared Tongan sov ereigh ty ov er 
th e reefs. 
“We research ed th e reefs 
th orough ly,” 
Dav is 
said. 
“Tonga’s boundaries of all 
rocks, reefs, foresh ores and wa­ 
ters h av e been spelled out in 
royal proclamations ev er since 
1887. Minerv a is missed by 100 
miles.” 


Dav is said th e Republic of 
Minerv a plans to negotiate with 
th e king. “We certainly don’t 
want to go to war ov er it.” 
Dav is would not say h owev er, 
if h e is prepared to go to war if 
necessary. 
Meanwh ile, Caribbean-Pacif­ 
ic Enterprises plans to start 
work on a major landfill opera­ 
tion next April. 
“We h ope to dredge sand in 
th e lagoons and build a 1,000-to 
2,000-foot-wide, 
10-to 
15-foot 
h igh surface on wh ich to locate 
our country,” Dav is said. 
He said Minerv a could h old a 
population of 250,000 using th e 
concept of a “sea city” — a 
large outer sh ell built on pilings 
— alth ough th e president ad­ 


mits th at ‘It would be rath er 
cramped.” 
Using more conv entional con­ 
struction, Minerv a probably 
will h old a population of from 
30,000 to 50,000 persons, Dav is 
said. He would not estimate, 
h owev er, h ow much money Ca­ 
ribbean-Pacific Enterprises ex­ 
pects to make th rough th e sale 
of land. 
“Th e wh ole world will soon 
sit up and take notice of Miner­ 
v a,” Dav id said. “With in fiv e 
years at least 1,000 sh ips will 
be flying th e Minerv an flag.”

PEA RL HARBOR, Hawaii 
(AP) — About 100 black and 
white sailors were involved in 
last month’s racial fight aboard 
the aircraft carrier Kitty Hawk 
and the fighting with knives, 
forks and chains lasted several 
hours, according to crewmen of 
the ship. 
The carrier docked 
here Wednesday en route to its 
home port of San Diego after 
duty off Vietnam. Newsmen 
were barred from vessel but 
several sailors anonymously 
gave their version of the Oct. 
12 incident in which 46 persons 
were injured. 
Their report was the first ac- 


100 sailors involved in carrier scrap 


count of the incident since the 
Navy confirmed in a terse an­ 
nouncement that a disturbance 
had occurred and was being in­ 
vestigated. 
The sailors interviewed said 
the fighting finally was quelled 
by club-swinging Marines. They 
said tension lingered for some 
time after the incident but life 
aboard the ship “has been real 
good lately.” 
“ We’re just anxious to get 
home now, that’s all,” said one 
crewman. 
Many of those interviewed 
blamed the disturbance on 
combat stress. 


One crewman said the ship 
had been “on the line longer, in 
hard combat longer, than any 
other ship.” 
The sailors said the ill feel­ 
ings between black and whites 
began with a fight in a Manila 
nightclub, though the reason 
was not clear. 
The Kitty Hawk arrived off 
North Vietnam last February. 
Six months of duty was ex­ 
pected, sailors said. It went to 
the Philippines, where the ini­ 
tial fracas occurred before its 
last month of combat. When the 
ship returned to combat, they 
said, the discontent spread. 


The Oct. 12 incident was 
touched off, one sailors said, 
when a black sailor asked for 
two sandwiches in the ship’s 
mess hall and was given only 
one. 
An argument led to a fight, 
with several dozen blacks tak­ 
ing the lead, several white sail­ 
ors said. 
“ From 
there, 
they 
(the 
blacks) just went rummaging 
through the compartments look­ 
ing for a white to haul out and 
beat up,” one sailor said. 
“ They were using knives and 
forks and chains and about ev­ 
erything else they could get 


their hands on,” said another. 
He said he saw a friend 
“beaten to a pulp.” 
The incident aboard the Kitty 
Hawk and racial tension aboard 
the carrier Constellation are 
currently being probed by a 
three-man congressional com­ 
mittee holding hearings in San 
Diego. 
A Navy spokesman at Pearl 
Harbor said three of the 25 
blacks charged in the Kitty 
Hawk disturbance have been 
cleared; two have been con­ 
victed and are in the ship’s 
brig. The trial of a third was 
continuing.

UCLA favorite 
over Badgers

UCLA starts its quest for a 
seventh consecutive national 
collegiate basketball champion­ 
ship tonight against the Wiscon­ 
sin Badgers. 
The Walton Gang,as the boys 
of Coach Johnny Wooden are 
known, are heavily favored to 
chalk up their 46th straight vic­ 
tory and take aim at the all- 
time winning streak of 60 set 
by San Francisco in 1955 when 
Big Bill Russell was an under­ 
graduate. 
UCLA had a 47-game winning 
streak broken by Houston in 
January, 1968, but this year Big 
Bill Walton hopes to lead the 
Bruins to a record 61 in a row. 
“The players haven’t men­ 
tioned the record,” Wooden 
said.“Of course I want it. Our 
chances of doing it are prob­ 
ably in direct proportion to our 
keeping it in perspective.” 
UCLA again was rated No. 1 
in the pre-season Associated 
Press poll with Houston,the 
1968 upsetter, down in the 15th 
spot. 
The Cougars opened their 
season Friday night with a 92- 
71 triumph over LSU-New Or 
leans. Dwight Jones scored 19 
points and grabbed 12 rebounds 
although he sat out most of the 
second half. Hilton Cooper was 
high for LSU-NO with 21. 
In other openers Nebraska 
whipped North Texas 
64 46, 
New Mexico State walloped An­ 
gelo State 110-71, 
Utah State 
humbled Colorado State 63-54, 
Texas El-Paso whacked Doane 
89-49 and Samford beat Abilene 
Christian 81-73.
